Twin Falls school bond issue fails

TWIN FALLS - Voters rejected a S2.06 
million supplemental levy on Thursday 
tiiat would have biiilt a new altcrnaiiv'c 
.school and bol.sicrod a technology program 
for the Twin Falls School District. 

Of 2,829 voters that cast ballots in the 
election, 1.698 said no to the measure and 
1,131 said yes. 

The next step is to find out what went 
wrong and how to gel more people to vole, 
said Superintendent Terrell Donicht. 

The district may try another levy in the 
.spring, he said. For now, the altcmalivc 


.school will remain in the First Prcsbylcriun 
Church. 

During an informal exit poll at Sawtooth 
Elcinemary School. Hrcnt Johanson, who 
leaches English as a Second Language at 
the College of Southeni Idaho, said he vot- . 
ed n«). 

"I think that it has not been rcseiu-chcd." 
he said, ‘nicrc's no reason why we can't 
use the facilities we already have.” Slii- 
dcnls can also get their General Equivalen- 
cy Diplomas through the college, he .said - 
they tiun't need an tiliemalivc school.

Llama herdsman faces questions 
about May killing in Twin Falls

TWIN FALLS - A .iailhou.se snitch 
says he is a murderer. 

Police say a car much like his c|^ed 
off whoever killed 18-year-old Ryan 
Wiggins in May. 

But 23-year-old Rudy Trevino of Twin 
Falls says he is' innocent, a victim of 
over-/calous police, rumors and crunk 
calls. Detectives have stopped visiting 
him. and no one has been arrested for 
Wiggins' shotgun slaying. 

"Like I told police, if I had done it. I 
would have been gone by now,” Trevino 
said in an interview with The Tiincs- 
News. 

Nonetheless, a friend of his faces crim- 
inal charges for refusing to accuse Trevi- 


no of Wiggins* death, and police arc still 
investigating. 

Trevino lives in a Txvin Falls apart- 
ment. and he tends llamas for a living, 
riic Idaho National Guafds'tiian said he 
fears mjsgiiidcd leirilniiion for the popu- 
lar .Casilcford teen-ager's death. 

Wiggins was shot afler buying a late- 
night siiiick at the Circle K store in south 
Twin Falls early May 14. A carload of 
men diallcngcd him to a fight as Wiggins 
Icfl ihc .store wiiti a frieml. and he started 
bniwling with them. 

Ten hours after ilie .slaying, Trevino 
telephoned police and reported his grey 
Suzuki Sidekick stolen. Police picked 
him up for questidning, photographed 
him and conn.xcated clothes he wore ihe 
night of the shooting. 

"The next thing I know they arc 


seareiiing my house and saying I was in- 
volved in a homicide.” Trevino said. 

Though authorities decline to cmnineni 
about Trevino, they have assembled 
some evidence against Iiim;.

The juvenile arrest rale for violent crimes 
may well double in the next>J5 ycurs, the 
Justice Department .says. 

At (he same time, children under IK are 
also more likely to be victims of crime 
loday'and in the future, especially at the 
hands of their peers wielding guns, says a 
new agency publication, "Juvenile 
Offenders and Victims: A National 
Report." 

Attorney General Janet Reno said 
Thursday if government doesn't increase 
efforts to fight delinquent crime, citixens 
will pay the price, 

“What you see here is a road map for the 
next generutioh of crime," Reno said at her 
weekly ncw,s briefing. "Unle.ss we act now 
to stop young people from choo.sing a life of 
violent crime, the beginning ofthc 21st cen- 
tury could bring levels of violent crime to 
our cities that fur exceed what wc have 
experienced."

This time, ihougli, there 
was no chance his parents would 
come afier him. 

He killed them, police say. 

Bradford McStools. 45. was 
shot once in the head as he -slept, 
then beaten with the boy's hunting 
rifle. Mary Colecn Ketr MeStgots, 
44, was awakened by the shot and 
bludgeoned so severely with the 
rifle that its wooden stock shat- 
tered. Her body was found in the 
-Ivll 

Derek,, a small-framed only 
child in a family of husky men. 
was captured Tuesday outside a 
pawn shop in Sulphur Springs. 
Texas, about 75 miles from 
Dallas, wliile driving his mother's 
Buick. Authorities believe lie was 
trying lo sell some items taken 
from his home in Leitchfield. 

Tlic boy was charged with mur- 
der. 

The crime startled Derek’s 


hometown of 5.000 people, about 
65 miles .southwest of Louisville. 
His parents belonged to long- 
established families in the area. 
Police said there never were any 
reports of abuse at home. 

"What would enrage one’s 
mind?" asked Coroner Ronald 
••Hudson, who performed the 
ahtopsies and had also sold the 
McStoolscs furniture from his 
store downtown. "How do you 
beat your mommy and daddy?" 

No clear motive has emerged, 
but there were hints of a some- 
times stormy relationship with his 
parents. 

Derek had been smoking mari- 
juana for about a year, the coroner 
said, and .spent 16 days in June in 
a drug rehab center. 

Only la.st week. Mrs. MeStoots 
caved in to Derek’s year of pleas 
and agreed to let him drop out of 
Gray.son County High. 'She Signed 
the paperwork Aug. 29.- which 
meant he had to nttond..for 60 
" ni'orc“days. A.s.sistunt Principal 
James Berryman said. — 

Hudson said he found docii- 
ment.s in the home suggesting the 
parents vvere prepared to send 
Derek to a psychiatric hospital 
after he ran away to Florida last 
weekend. Police wouldn't com- 
mem on that. 

Derek Was caught 'in Florida 
when police stopped him for a 
broken tail light and ran a check 


on the truck. They sent him to a 
runaway shelter. wJierc his parents 
picked liim up. 

Prosecutors arc trying to have 
him charged us an adult but 
won’t say whether they will seek 
the death penalty. All court 
records remain .scaled because of 
his age. 

"He wasn’t a .saint," Berryman 
said. "He didn’t have pointed curs 
and little horns, either. He had 
several friends. He wasn’t a bas- 
ketball player, ihe.most -popular 
kid in school, but that doesn't say 
he didn’t have friends."

WASHINGTON (AP) — Doctors 
could prevent 40,000 strokes a year 
by prescribing a common anti-clotting 
drug to patients with fast, irregular 
heartbeats, a government-sponsored 
study said Tliursday. 

Only half tbe eligible paiient.s now 
get the anticoaguluni drug warfarin, 
better known by its brand name. 
Coumadin. 

Tlic value of anticoagulant therapy 
in preventing strokes already has been 
^ known, but the nnnuuneemem by the 
U.S. Agency for ilcalth Care Policy 
and Research adds new weight to rec- 
ommendations that the drug be used 
in patients with atrial fibrillation. 

Many physicians arc hesitant about 
prescribing u’arfnrin l>cc:iuse the drug 
can cause bleeding, from simple nose- 
bteeds to niossive internal hemorrhag- 
ing. and pnticnLs must be closely mon- 
itored. 

But Dr. David B. Matchur of Duke 
University, the principal investigator 
for the stroke prevention .study, .said. 
“When properly administered, we 
estimate that for c\ety major bleeding 


vents 20 strokes ami deaths." 

'Hie researchers also said that surgi- 
cal treatment for stroke prevention is 
wortliwhiic for higli-risk patients, but 
not for those with no signs of a stroke. 

Up to 100.000 Americans each year 
undergo an operation culled a carotid 
endarterectomy to clear fat from the 
carotid arteries, which carry hlood to 
thehmin. 

Tlie benefil.s outweigh the ri.sks for 
patients who have liad a stroke or 
exhihit stroke-like symptoms called 
transient ischemic attacks, Matehar 
said. \ 

But tlie high cost of screening and 
the risks of invasive testing and 
surgery outweigh benefits of (he oper- 
ation for patients wlio show no warn- 
ing signs, he said. 

Five percent of Americans over age 
65 have atrial fibrillation, a condition 
in which the heart beats rapidly and 
erratically and which makes them 
morcrprone to blood clous, 

Some 80,000- people sulTer .strokes 
each year, and 30 percent of victims 
die within a year, ^trial fibrillation is 


"Our research ... indicates that 
optimal treatment with warfarin, a 
daig that keeps dangerous clots from 
foniiing, can reduce the incidence of 
stroke in these patients hy 50 percent 
and could reduce the cost of .stroke 
care by at least S600 inilliim a year." 
lie said. 

Tlie federal agency took the unusu- 
al step of releasing the study results 
early.' 

"We feel these findings can have 
such :i profound elfect on the lives of 
people iit risk fyr stroke- that wc 
couldn't wait until tltis Mudy finished 
next year,” said Clitlon R. Gaits, the 
agency's adminisinilor.

• WASHINGTON — ' It has been called the 
world's most exclusive club, a place where the 
' mostly white, mostly male membership has oper- 
ated as a sort of elite brotherhood. 

So when six members of the U.S. Senate recom- 
mended this week dial one of their own be expelled 
for sexual and official misconduct, women's 
groups viewed it as a victory. They said that vote, 
which led to the resignation of Sen. Dob 
Packwood. R-Orc„ Thursday, signaled that sexual 
harassment and similar issues were being taken 
seriously at a powerful, male-dominated institution. 

“it turns on its car the old-fashioned assump- 
tion that if I’m a senator or an important person in 
politics or government, 1 can do whatever I wont. 
You can’t," said Kathryn Rodgers, executive 
director of the NOW Legal Defense and 
Education 'Fund. "The leadership in Congress is 
finally being pushed to say sexual harassment is 
wrong and we won't have it." 

Packwood’s resignation and the Senate ethics 
committee vote Tuesday to recommend his expul- 
sion were particularly welcomed by these groups 
— beeause-they-were-somelhing-of-o-surprise.-Tlie- 
issuc had been before the Senate for more than two 
years and. until recently, there was little suggestion 
that P.ickwood could be that harshly disciplined. 

In a news conference Thursday, Sen. Mitch 
McConnell. R-Ky.. chairman of the Select 
Committee on Ethics, said “no workplace in 
America ought to tolerate liie kind of ofTcnsivc, 
degrading sexual niisconduei that the ethics com-

mittee finds Senator Packwood to be guilty of. 
And it certainly cannot be tolerated in the United 
States Senate cither." "S, 

jMcConncll's Democmtic vice chairman, Sen. 
Richard H. Bryan (Ncv.), said never before has a 
Senate ethics committee recommended to the full 
Senate that a member be disciplined for sexual 
misconduct. 

Bryan, mentioning his two daughters, said he 
believed the action could “moke a difference for 
women in America as they continue their careers, 
whether in the private sector or in the public sec- 
tor.” 

While the charges against Packwood were for 
sexual misconduct, rather than sexual harassment, 
women’s groups said the ethics committee -vote 
would become known ns one of the benchmarks 
in -their efforts to have sexual harassment taken- 
seriously. Among those key events were the 
Tailhook scandal and the Senate Judiciary 
Committee hearings into Anita Hill's charges 
against Supreme Court nominee Clarence 
lliomas. 

The hearings had enormous influence in raising 
public awareness about sexual harassment, said 
Nancy Duff Campbell, co-president of the 
National Women’s Law Center. 

The Packwood case, she said, is particularly 
important as a deterrent. “It’s the leadership in 
the institution that has a very big impact on the 
culture," she said. 

TItomas E. Mann, director of governmental 


studies at the Brookings Institution, said he 
viewed the ethics committee action as "a dramat- 
ic step ... It’s a matter of the Senate catching up to 
the public and going on record in a way that 
sends a very, very stfong signal.” 

Several of Packwood's accusers said Thursday 
they were pleased and relieved at the turn of 
events. • 

"It's fairly gratifying to realize it would come 
to this,” said Jean McMahon, who said Packwood 
. chased her'around a table and kissed her while 
they were discussing a speech she wrote for him 
in the mid-1970s. "It’s been a long haul and It 
almost died several times.” Now, she said, "it will 
be more difficult for men to do this and get away 
with it." . 

Julie Williamson, who said Packwood kissed 
her on the neck and pulled at her clothes when 
she worked for him in 1 969, said she was "proud" 
of the ethics committee. “They're doing the right 
thing." she said. 

"1 am gratified,” said Sharon Grant, who said 
Packwood suggested that they sleep together 
when she was interviewing for a job in 1969 . 
"From the beginning, 1 wanted Packwood to get 
it, to face what he had done and be accountable. It 
could have been a win-win. He’d have a life and 
yes. our word would have meant something.” 

But, she added, she docs not know whether the 
clitics committee vote was prompted more by 
anger at Packwood’s late call for hearings or the 
accounts from his nccu.scrs. 

“I still don’t know, whether this signals the 
Senate is ready to take women seriously or nor;” 
she said.

Renew partnership? Maybe 
a good idea, but go slowly 


Urcm Rtfinki; says’ if he had been a 
Twin Falls County commissioner in 
1992. the county wouldn't have boil- 
ed from the multi-county landfill or- 
gani/aiion. It was a bad decision, he 
. says. 

I3ut Rcinke wasn’t a commissioner 
in 1992. Me wasnlt on the receiving 
end of cilixct) outrage over a lopsided 
partnership among lylagie Valley 
counties. Me didn’t have to defend a 
project in which Twin FalLs' County 
paid the bulk of the costs, but had 
only one vote on a seven-seat region- 
al board. 

Me also didn't have to listen to an- 
gry residents of the Nansen area, who 
objected to the regional board’s plan 
(now long-abandoned) to bring the 
whole valley’s garbage to’lheir neigh- 
borhood. 

In short, hindsight isn't always 
,20-20. It's also not very useful. 

What is useful is to keep an open 
mind, despite past differences. The 
1992 blowup left lots of hard feelings 
on both sides. But in 1995, a renewed 
relationship between Twin Falls 
County and the Southern Idaho Re- 
gional Solid Waste District is begin- 
ning to have some appeal. 

That issue needs further study. But 
certainly, both sides deserve credit 
for looking beyond past insults to cx: 
ainitte the possibilities. 

To Twin Falls County, there appear 
to be at luti.st short-tenn benefits. For 
a proposed one-year management fee 
of about S40.000. the district may be 
able to improve the county's tntsh op- . 
eration. The district has developed 
some progressive programs of reby- 


cling and composting, and Twin Falls 
County could benefit from the dis- 
•trict’s expertise. 

Long-term, an even closer associa- 
tion may help both sides. The dis- 
trict's landfill at Milner Butte has am- 
ple space for many decades' wortli of 
garbage; Twin Falls County’s site at 
Hub Butte has problems. Terry 
Schultz, the district's director^ figures 
that recruiting Twin Falls County a.s a 
Milner Butte customer would lower 
the district’s cost-per-ton by nearly a 
third. 

That would certainly benefit the 
residents of Blaine. Gooding. Jerome, 
Lincoln, Cassia and Minidoka coun- 
ties. which compose the district, 
■flieir dumping fees clearly would go 
clown. 

Would Twin Falls County gel simi- 
lar benefits'.' Nobody claims to know 
yet. So a go-slow approach is the 
county's proper course. 

The current phm is to spend the 
ne;<l year evaluating Twin Falls 
County's long-tenn landfill costs and 
options, before contemplating a long- 
tenn relationship. Tltai’s a good idea. 

In our view, technical and political 
issues both need considertition. Twin . 
Falls County should hire an incRipen- 
dent consultant to evaluate its op-- 
lions. It also sltould put the matter be- 
fore a citizens advisory committee. 

Reinke’s publicly voiced enthusi- 
asm for renewing the broken partner- 
ship seems premature. But ofTicials in 
both camps are riglit to at least ex- 
plore the ideti. If a future relationship 
saves money for both sides, past in- 
sults won't matter much.

At least 13 people were injured in 
Papeete, including two policemen 
who were in serious condition, French 
officials siiid.

House GOP proposes overhaul

WASHINGTON (AP)— 'House 
Republicans proposed ovcrimuling tlie 
low lhat safeguards endangered plants 
• and animals Thursday to shield

Critics denounced the legislation os 
an attempt to gut one of the country's 
landmark environmental laws.

BOISE (AP) — The Idaho Fish and Game 
Department -wus-justified in- disciplining an 
employee who remarked at u meeting that ho felt 
many pf the state’s female legislators were “air- 
heads’’ or had "nothing between their ears," the 
Court of Appeals says. 

The court on Thursday unanimously upheld the 
department's disciplinary action against Jerry 
Lockhart for those remarks and other violations of 
department policy. Lockhart was suspended for 15 
days apd now works as a senior fisli technician at 
the state hatchery at Eagle. 

Lockhart's appeal contended his remarks were 
protected by his rights to free speech. 

But the Court of Appeals, in a decision written 
by Chief Judge Jesse Wallers, concluded that 
under the circumstances, the comments were not 
protected. 

Court records said Lockhart made the remarks in 
1989 at a meeting with a newly elected fcmolc 
state legislator. The court noted that Lockhart’s 
job at the time involved contuerwith the public 
and that his comment "tended to have n deirjmcn- 
tal and potcnliuDy devastating impact on the close 
working rclotionship between Fish and Game and 
the Legislature ...” 

The deportment’s interest in promoting efficient 
public services through it employees "outweighed 
Lockhart’s interest In commenting on the intelli- 
•gerrec of certain female legislators." the court said.

Court records said Bcluc was charged with 
attacking a woman at a PocritcHo loundromat in a 
rape attempt. The woman said when Bcluc 
dragged her into a bock room, she gave, him $15 in 
hopes he would take it and Icaye^ 

Bcluc ran off and was arrested a few blocks later. 

His appeal claimed he shouldn't be convicted of 
robbery, because his intention was to rape the 
woman, not rob her. 

But the court, ruling for the first time on the 
issue, concluded that the woman gave Bcluc her 
money underjhreat of harm or force; that Bcluc 
knew that his violence caused her to give him (he 
money, and he intended to permanently deprive 
her of the money. 

The court said "force and fear" was what caused 
the victim to ^ive Bcluc money and that supports a 
robbery conviction. 

In a Canyon County drug case, Jose Remington 
won reconsideration of his petition for post-con- 
viction relief. Remington was sentenced to at least 
five years in prison for selling cocaine near a 
school. , 

The Court of Appeals ordered u new hearing for 
Remington, accepting his argument that the dis- 
trict judge did not deal with his claim that his 
attorney said he would file an appeal but did not 
do so.

.saturated with petroleum products, 
leaking industrial equipment, over- 
flowing oil buckets and a small strearft 
with a petroleum sheen on the surfocc.

Oakley customers Cultivate your garden 
want modern phones

OAKLEY.— Local residents want 
modem telephone services offered 
by.a Rupert company bidding to buy 
the. Oakley exchange - but some are 
concerned about rates. 

A handful of residents met with 
Idaho Public Utilities Commission 
members in Oakley Thursday, 
according to commission spokesman 
Gary Richardson. 

This week the commission has 
been gathering comments from the 
people who would be affected by 
the proposed sale of US West 
Communication exchanges in six 
rural Idaho areas. Oakley ms the 
commission's last stop. 

Project Mutual Telephone Co. of 
Rupert has bid to buy the US West 
Oakley exchange. 

Oakley resident Richard Hardy 
did not make it to Thursday's aflcr- 
noon meeting, but has been follow- 
ing the buyout. Hardy^ welcomes 
Project Mutual to Oakley. 

‘.‘We need all the modem services, 
and US West forgot we were here," 
Hardy said. 

The city needs advanced 91 1 tele- 
phone services, access to the 
Internet, a worldwide computer net- 
work. voice mail, caller identifica- 
tion and prompt repair services. 
Hardy said. Typically it takes US 
West two days to respond to a repair 
call in Oakley, he said. 

According to Richardson, not 
many people attended the public 
hearings in the six areas. But most ' 
of those who did echoed Hardy's

sentiments. People felt they had 
been abandoned by US West, 
Richard.son said. 

US West has said increasing com- 
petition in the telecommunications 
industry has prompted it to sell rural 
exchanges in areas that could be 
overlooked as the company focuses 
on mctropolilan services. 

In Oakley, a few peopfe ques- 
tioned rate changes. The propo.scd 
plan is to freeze US West rates for' 
three years, but customers who pay 
rural zone charges would be billed 
an additional Sl.59 a montli. They 
-no longer will receive a credit 
through US West's revenue sharing 
funds. The rural zone includes any- 
one out.sidc ofOakIcy city limits. 

Project Mutual's customers pay 
less than people who use US West 
in Oakley. Oakley subscribers must 
pay an SI 1.04 base rate per month 
to US West, while Project Mutual's 
base rale is S9.50 a month. Project 
Mutual sub.scribcrs also inust pay a 
one-time S60 refundable co-op 
membership fee. 

Eventually Project Mutual hopes

BOISE (AP) — The influx of nexV 
students into Boise schools is slowing 
this year, but the Mcridion School 
District is growing even foster. - 
Boise classrooms have obout-^0 
more students this year than in 
September 1994, but 250 fewer than 
plannees had expected. 

And at a time when even school 
officials tliought growth was slowing. 
Meridian schools urc feeling the 
crunch of more than 900 newcomers 
— the largest single-year jump in o . 
decade. ' . •• 

"Meridian’s going to catch. Boise 
somedoy." , Meridian School 
Superintehdent Bob Haley predicted.' 
"It won’t be while I’m superintendent* 
but it’.s going to happen somedoy.’’ 

The slowdown is good news for 
Boise, the state’s largest school dis- 
trict, which will use the breather to- 
regroup after a bond election foiled in 
May. But it puts the heat oh Meridian, 
the second-largest district, which 
facc.s another bond election in three • 
weeks. 

Enrollment counts taken Tuesday 
show that Boise had nearly 26,900 ■ 
students while Meridian had nearly' 
18.^00 student.-). The. shiff -in growth 
westward is a ckafijagn of where new 


students and their families are moVing 
— - and will continue to move. 

Meridian already spends less per 
student than-nll but o handful of 
Idaho’s I 12 school districts. More 
growth means it probably will contin- 
ue suffering problems such as crowd- 
ed schools, maktthifi classrooms and 
bond proposals into the future. 

' Even if a Sept. 26 bond issue pass- 
es, officials will have to consider 
more year-round schools and another 
. bond wiibin four years to keep pace 
wiih'grovvth. 

But slower enrollment growth in 
'Boise meims its schools moy hdve on 
dppoituni^ to catch up by asking vot- 
'ers to approve a smaller bond for new 
schools ih'an the S78.9 million bond 
.proposed in the spring. It also may be 
able to build new schools 'les6 fre- 
quently.

Those who -understandably 
arc put off by the deluge ofO.J. 
Simpson books should lake 
heart. 

Eighteen years after the death 
of Elvi£_PrcsIcy, the ’king of 
rock *n' roll and Mr. Las Vegas, 
they’re still coming out with 
new tell-alls and insider bios. 
All presume to solve that most 
unsolvable of mysteries: How 
did a country hick from 
Mississippi become the world's 
most' revered pop icon, revolu- 
tionize the entertainment busi- 
ness and then wind up in a king- 
sized body bog 15 years later? 
Whin made' this guy tick? 

- Johns'Hopkins University 
teacher Gerald Duff has come 
up with a new twist on the 
kitsch Elvis biogrophy in his 
new novel “That’s All Right, 
Mama” (Boskerville Publishers, 
$21). You sec, therc wcrc rcdlly 
two Elvises. 

In DufTs revisionist history, 
Elvis had a twin brother, Jesse 
Caron Presley, who often 
secretly stood in for Elvis while 
he was recuperating from too 
many peanut butter and banana 
sandwiches. It was Jesse, Duff 
tells us, who boogied through 
the legendary prison dance 
sequence of “Jailhousc Rock." 

It was young Jesse who hypno- 
tized the girls of America with 
his gyrating pelvis on the Ed 
Sullivan show. And it was Jesse 
who survived Elvis' burnout in 
1977, only to spend the remain- 
der of his days performing in 
anonymity alongside thousands 
of other Elvis imitators' 

Although “That’s All Right, 
Mama" has an occasional bit of 
biting satire (such os one fren- 
zied orgy scene where the par- 
ticipants can’t keep their eyes 
off that famous pelvis), it sheds 
little light on the duality and the 
mystery of Elvis Presley. For- 
every droll rewriting of the 
poges of history.

Duffs narrator nonchalantly 
polishes off close to 10 years in 
a few short pages, leaving us 
high ond dry in our search for 
clues to how the king ended up 
a secluded . loner in his 
Graceland mansion. And he 
glosses over pivotal Presley fig- 
ures — Col.-Tom-Pafkcr and ; 
Priscilla Presley, for instonce — 
who could have helped us 
through the fog. 

The best explanation DulTs 
chameters con come up with for 
the king’s demise is that it was 
fated from the outset; that’s 
hardly a satisfying conclusion. ,

Roth’s Portnoy still hasn’t grown up

Philip Roth is not a nice man, and he docs 
not write nice books. 

You’ve heayd of ethnic, cleansing? Roth' 
excels at ethnfe dirtying. He especially likes 
to muck up his favorite enclave; the psychol- 
ogy of the Jewish-Amcrican male. 

“Goodbye, Columbus” (1959), the novello 
that impelled the American litcraiy establish- 
ment to say “Hello, Philip” wilh the National 
Book AwoM, assaulted . the so-called Jewish- 
Amcrican princess and Jewish materialism by 
bringing both to vibrant life. "Portnoy’s 
Complaint” (1969), the book most routinely 
‘associated with Roth, wrestled masturbation 
to death and with it a certain conception of 
Jewish dignity. 

In ’‘The Professor of Desire” (1977), Roth 
revisited us with David Kepesh, a literary 
scholar who targeted libraries os pickup joints 
and smoothly seduced one cooperative sub- 
missive after another. 

Roth’s four autobiographical “Nathan 
Zuckerman” novels — “The Ghost Writer" 
(1979), "Zuckerman Unbound" (J93J),'‘The 
Anatomy Lesson” (1983) and "The 
Counterlife” (1986) — displayed a wrilerly 
ego so fabulously »!f-inyoIved that faulting . 
Roth for writing about Roth became a critical 
reflex. 

So how did Roth respond to the charge that 
he overdid the mirror worship?

In “Operation Shylock; A Confession” 
(1993), he imagined a narrator named Philip 


Roth who meets a double in Jcmsalcm who’s 
also named Philip Roth. 

Our distinguished American writer, ".sur- 
prise, surprise,” likes to annoy readers and 
critics. But "Sabbath’s Theater” (Houghton 
Mifflin, S24.95), his latest and most deliber- 
ately offensive novel since “Portnoy," 
prompts a straightforward question. Why 
does j^th sweat so hard to outrage them? 

Why docs he dwell so insistently on hash- 
ing and rehashing the some old coarse sex? 

Is it a natural by-product of an almost 
genetically fixed mindset, the price wc pay 
for the novelist’s being the last living artist 
not run by committee? 

Is it a 62-year-oId author's brash attempt, 
after enough literary honor.s to satisfy the 
would-be Nobelist within, to reclaim the con- 
-trovcTsy and-notoriety Ihot greeted his- most 
flamboyant work? Is there any hope of his 
ever letting go? 

'The genital and mental exertions of Mickey 
Sabboth, Roth’s new protagonist, don't per- 
mit precise description in a family newspa- 
per, unless your family includes A1 Goldstein. 
Unlike Kepesh and even Alexander Portnoy, 
Sabbath doesn’t agonize over the cla.sh 
between ftis lust and ocher impulses, because 
he really doesn’t have any other impulses. 

At 64 — two years older than his creator 

Mickey Sabbath comes to us as a “short, 
heavyset, white-bearded man” who once 
enjoyed a minor reputation in New York for 
avant-garde street theater with finger puppets. 
He had arrived in New York in 1953 after 


two years of puppet school bn the GI Bill in 
Rome. 

Success on the, streets — which included 
turning, a fragile, neurotic, Greek American 
actress named Nikki from audience partici- 
pant into wife — led the 24-ycar-old to his 
“Indecent Puppet Theater of Manhattan.” a 
hip Lower East Side venture for u spell. 

Among Sabbath's many errors in judg- 
ment. however, was turning down Jim 
Henson, creator of “Scscamc Street," when 
Henson urged him to join the team that would 
be doing the Muppets, 

After Nikki simply disappeared one. night 
in ’64. Sabbath fell to pieces. Following a 
fruitless search, he gave up on his own life 
• and moved to Madamaska Falls (pop. 1,109) 

. in upstate New York. Over the decades, digi- 
tal arthritis finished him.a.s u performing pup- 
peteer, and sexual harassment of a young 
woman killed his teaching career. 

His second marriage, to an alcoholic artist 
named Roscanna, survived only because of 
his financial dependence on her, her boozy 
lack of interest in him, and his dissolute 
availability to one and all. 

Of greatest importance'to Subbath has been 
Iris wild, longtime affair with Drcnka, the’ 
promiscuous Croatian American co-owner of 
the local inn, whose .sexual high Jinks with . 
Sabbath include u menage a trbis with the 
local German au pair, and Drenka's regular 
detailed accounts of her frolics with other 
lovers.

Feeling vaguely dissatisfied with 
life in Keene, N.H., Terry Pindell 
set out to find someplace better. 

Out on the road, he discovered a 
lot of other seekers and those 
kindred spirits were all baby- 
boomers, like him. 

And the strange thing was, they 
were all thinking about the same 
dozen or so places. 

You’ve probably heard of some of 
them: Santa Fe, N.M., tops lots of 
listt as a great place to live; so dem 
Washington state’s Puget Sound; 
southern British Columbia; 
Burlington, Vt.; Missoula, Mont.; 
Minncapblis and St. Paul, Minn.; 
and Ithaca, N.Y. 

Wilh everybody headed in the 
same direction, Pindell reckoned 
that a sort of idiosyncratic guide- 
book to good places might be worth 
writing. And os tm author who pre- 
viously chronicled rail travel in the 
United States and Canada, he 
seemed up to the task. 

The result was “A Good Place to 
Life: America’s Last Migration” 
(Henry Holt, S27.50). 

So Pindell set out on several- 
research trips, and eventually 
explored 14 of the most desirable 
places to call home in all North 
America. 

Pindell, instead of being preoccu- 
pied with statistical information 
such as crime rates, taxes, schools 
and aflbrdablc housing, addressed 
the more intangible aspects of what 
constitutes a good community. 
Soaking in a hot* tub in the hills 
above Santa Fe, he coolced up' a list 
of what’s really important. - 
There’s the “Cheers Factor,” the 
plenitude of local gathering places, 


such as brew pubs and coffeehouses, 
for socializing and meeting friends; 
the "Foot Foctor,” the degree to 
which one can participate in com- 
munity life without going every- 
where by can’ the “Cake Foclor,” a 
mix of cultural and natural ameni- 
ties; the “Somcpioce Factor.” for a 
sense of local identity and unique- 
ness; the "Comfort Factor.” for 
desirable climate; and. Iasi but not 
least, the "Fudge Factor,” which 
would permit unanticipated pluses 
or minuses to be figured into the 
ovetsll equation., 

•Thus prepared, Pindell set .out on 
his.^ur, visiting each .place in turn. 
Ho'somplcs the local gathering 
spots, interviews the politicians, 
ogles the scenery, mokes friends 
with newly rc.sctulcd residents, and 
walks, or rides, from place to place 
in each setting. 

All of which i.s well ond good for 
Pindell’s fellow good-ploce seekers. 
Stay-at-homes, however, arc likely 
(0 find eoch chapter uncomfortably 
similar to the ones that precede and 
follow it. There's a sameness run- 
ning through the book thot, one 
hopes, is not shared by the ploccs it 
describes. 

Unless, of course, you consider 
PindclI's book a meditation on the 
meaning and value of community, a 
discourae on living happily and hor- 
moniously in the late 20th century. 

Reading “A Good PIocc To Live” 
solely for its thought-provoking 
qualities, you’ll almost certainly re- 
evaluate your own hometown and 
examine the characteristics thot 
moke it o good or bad place to live. 

It must have prompted Pindell to 
reconsider a thing or two as well. 
After visiting every great address in 
North America, he still lives in 
Keene.

BOSTON (AP) — Carlos 
Santana remembers digging the 
Yardbirds as n teen-ager after he 
crossed the border from Mexico to 
California some 30 years ago. 

Now Santana and Jeff Beck, 
who led the Yardbirds, arc on the; 
road together, although ncithcr'hns 
cracked Billboard’s Top lOUn 
jlears, and Beck hasn’t toured 'in 
six.— . 

The whole notion of their two- 
month guitar legends road show, 
which began July 31 and ends Oct. 
9, was first dreamed up years ago 
by Bill Graham, the concert pro- 
moter who ruled the roost in the 
1960s and died in ,1991. 

Both arc flogging career retro- 
spectives: Santana *.s is' a three-CD 
compilation, ’ “Dance of the. 
Rainbow Serpent” (Legacy/Colum- 
bia), and Beck's 14-cut offering, 
“Best ofBeck" (Epic). 

In this age of grunge, post- 
grunge punk'ond rap, when Neil 
—Young hears “bumt-out hippie" 

- catcalls from Pearl Jam-fans, why 
arc Santana and Beck packaging 
'themselves on a tour? 

Their answers are as different as 


— ~Mufiio-i9“wnter:-Nin-a-hose;-i- 
pc9plc are flowers. They’re still 
thirsty,” gushes Santana. 


And Beck, the reserved country 
squire from Sussex? “If I don’t 
tour now I might not ever again. It 
could be (his last tour). I don’t 
really like being awny from home.” 
Aside from their status as sec- 
ond-string guitar gods — and a 
longevity that, in rock, has beep 
the proverbial blessing and curse 
the two seem to have little in 
common. 

Beck, 51, joined the Yardbirds 
when Eric Clapton bolted, and later 
put together the Jeff Beck Group 
that also included upstarts Rod 
Stewart and Ron Wood. From the 
1970s on, he has been the king of 
instrumental rock with his over- 
the-top brand ofblast guitar. 

“The stuffl do is so powerhouse, 
it's like a dragster. It's there, then 
it’s gone, you know," he said. '“I 
like do it tlmt way, because 1 don’t- 
like to stay on stage for two 

hburs.” . 

By blending his guitar — a style 
that manages to be both aiiY and 
passionate at die some time — with

cloaks himself in a mystic intensity 
that con be infectious, and it some- 


times mokes for mucous concerts. 

“It’s like church and a party at 
the same time,” he said. 

After 30 years. Beck — the shy 
one — still forces himself in front 
of audiences. “I’ve never, ever 
once walked out on stage without 
wishing I wasn't there,” said Beck, 
who last walked the planks in 
1990, in a similar guitar-slinger 
duo endeavor with StcvicRay 
•Vaughan. “When people pay To see • 
you, there’s pressure there, I’m not . 
a dyed-in-the-wool show person. 1 
get an imposturish' feeling, like I 
shouldn't be there." 

And what about the thousands of 
people, watching Beck’s TTngers 
fty across his Stratocastcr? “I was 
trained not to look too closely at 
the audience,” he confided. 

Santana — the spiritual one -7- 
finds his way out of the wings cosi- 
er. And he bristles at the notion 
thothe's loo old to be out there. 

"Age is O' state of mind. John 
Lee Hooker is still vibrant. Miles

them young.” he says.

Unfortunately, Johnny wasn’t 
always on the spot when Rosanne 
was growing up and at 1 1, she and 
her mother, Vivian Liberto, moved 
to Southern California. 

This cxplains sevcral things: 

A spry individualism npt behold- 
en to country traditions of conven- 
tions (an inherited trait) and a 
'musical approach less informed by 
country, than by the Beatles, Joni 
Mitchell and Buffalo Springfield. 

Like Wynona Judd, Rosonne 
Cash grew up on rock and countiy- 
rock, but by.thc lime she released 
her first album in 1979 she was 
espousing n tougher, hipper ver- 
sion of progressive country-rock 
than had Linda Ronstudt and 
Emmylou Harris. 

And after finding her voice and 
starting to focus on her own mater- 
ial late in the ‘80s, Cash estab- 
lished herself as a genuine second- 
generation talent rather than some- 
one just Cosh-ing in on the family 
connection. 

And where Johnny Cash some- 



ricnccs. Cash picks at the frayed 
edges nnd loose threads, trying to 


unravel mysteries of-thc mind and 
heart, and in the process, find 
avenues to change and revival. 

In performances in the early 
’80s, Cash would often warn her 
audience; 

“I’m going to take you into a 
long dark tunnel ... but I’ll lead 
you out at tlic^cnd.” 

It was the satn6 tunnel of love 
explored by Bruce Springsteen, 
Elvis Costello and others, and 
there was already a long tradition 
in country music based on having 
an ex to grind. 

Unlike her father, Rosanne’s 
music was always less about out- 
laws than inlaws, particularly her 
long, rewarding but ultimately 
doomed marriage to singer-song- 


writcr-producer Rodney Crowell. 

In -October, Columbia* will 
release a second best-of, but Cash 
is now signed to Capitol, with a 
record set for release in early 1996.

Smaller film project abound in Montana 


BILLINGS, Mom. (AP) — While 
feature films draw the headlines, 
makers of documentaries, catalogs 
and commercials bring thousands of 
dollars into. the Montana economy 
each year, the state's film office 
• says. 

^ Tlic film office, an agency within 
Z the Slate Commerce Department; 
' said 52 film, television and commer-’ 
» cial print projects have used 
' Montana locolions through July. 

Office manager Lonnie Stimac 
estimated the number will reach 70 
by year’s end. 

Almost half the projects, (24, were 
in south-central or central Montana, 
mostly around Bozeman, Livingston 
and Yellowstone National Park. 

■ However, one of the major projects, 
a' feature film called "Broken 
Arrow," is being filmed near 
Lewislown, and another film, 
“Amanda," is under way near Red 
Lodge. 

Lewistown also was .selected for 
' feature shots in a Toyota brochure. 


The car company also filmed com- 
mercial footage in the Fromberg and 
Luther areas in July. 

Mozda shot a commercial in the 
West Yellowstone and Bozeman 
areas in February, and Sears used 
Bozeman and Livingston locations in 
Febmary. L.L. Bean Sporting Goods 
used Big Sky as a setting for its cata- 
log, and a woman's fashion catalog 
used Gallatin Gateway. A children’s 
Christmas catalog was shot in Big 


Sky and Livingston in July. 

In June, Marlboro used the 
Columbus and Livingston areas for 
commercials, while the Canadian 
brewer Laban’s visited Bozeman tn 
February. Still shots for HiTek 
Hiking Bools were taken near Cooke 
City in July. 

Documentaries featuring the Little

. surveying retail shop owners in 
malls containing three or more 
screens, the consultancy came up 
with some odd findings. For exam- 
ple: 

• When “Batman Forever" 
played, soles of ladies’ undergar- 
ments rose 5 percent. 

• During the weekend “Water- 
world" was released, sales of men’s 
hair-care products went up 7 per- 
cent 

• Erotic movies don’t do much 
for cigorette sales, but they double 

" post-movie food purchases. 

' “Nine Months" boosted bed 
sales 6 percent. 

There's more: Barbra Streisand 
seems io have a marked effect on the 
popularity of bothroom supplies, 
Keanu Reeves on acne medications 
and S«in Connery on women’s hair 
produets. 


While some of these statistics 
seem inexplicable, others moy have 
- simple explanations. Nicole ludman - 
looks pretty good in "Batman 
Forever"; maybe she’s inspiring 
people to be all they con-be. Kevin 
Costner, who doesn’t have a very 
healthy head of hair to begin with, is 
soaking wet in “Wnterworld," which 
means he shows a lot of scalp — 
which in turn might be worrying 
members of the male audience. Scan 
Connery is hunky and mature, which 
might explain something. As far as 
food sales go, watching sex is hard 
work. 

Imagine whot this could mean to 
the movies. Products linked to films 
could be sold, generating enormous 
profits. Movies then could be pro- 
duced foe little reason other than to 
-picmotc products. Thc'cntircty of 
Hollywood could become an interre- 
lated system of promotions and plot 
lines in which everything onscreen 
would be endorsing a spinoff, a 
sequel, fast food or a Studio Store, in 
which all sorts of ludicrously over- 
priced items could be sold to a public 
rendered brainidead by too many bad 
movies. 

There may be a bright side to all 
this. 


The entertainment industry ip 
. growing and shrinking at the same 
time: burgeoning sales, fewer com* 
phhies. Why shouldn’t small busi- 
ness get at least a small piece of the 
pic? It may be time to fi^t fire with 
fire sales. 

Small business and small films 
could moike bcoutiful music together. 
Why not move on art theater into a 
mall and create a schedule that 
would benefit everyone? Stores 
could co-sponsor programs: A phar- 
macy and a hardware store might 
sponsor "Texas Chainsaw 
Massacre.” A legal-aid office and a 
sports emporium could show “The 
Bicycle Thief." Pizza Hut could sub- 
sidize "8>^ .’’ 

This idea could really take off. The 
orts can’t survive without corporate 
fiindirig? Let’s find some. How'about 
the tobacco industry? 

Reeling from inconvenient legisla- 
tion and bothersome medical data, 
the companies need help. So they 
could support old films that support 
their product, that portray cigarette 
smokers not os walking statistics but 
os cool . humans — ' Bogart, 
Belmondo, a film noir scries, ’’^Now 
Voyager" anything to give tobac- 
co the kind of cachet it used to have. '

This summer, 
many movies lasted only a few 
days before disappearing. “You 

• really do have a much weaker 
.. summer this year than last year," 

said Howard Lichtman of the 
Cincpicx Odeon theater chain.. 
"But it’s not a total write-ofT or 
disaster.” 

In 1994, eight summer releases 
grossed more than $100 million at 
North American theaters. This 
ycor, only three summer movies 
— “Batman Forever," “Apollo 13” 
and “Pocahontas” — passed that 
ipilestonc, with two others, “Die 
Hard With a Vengeance” and 
“Casper," likely to do so soon. 

The relatively strong summer 
total resulted from many films’ 
grossing Jwtwccn $50 million and 
‘ $100 rnillion. "It shows an under- 
lying 'strength in going to the 
•movies,’’ said William Kartozian,- 
president of the National 
Association ofTheater Owners. 

An early glut of action films 
overwhelmed audiences, and only 
a few were well-attended.

Crowds still rocldn’ with Dokken I Cybeipooi hits pocket 


PHILADELPHIA (AP> — 
Eighlies "lite" metal is dormant these 
days, and.such bands, as Slaughter 
and Warrant have been dropped 
from the major recording contracts 
they landed and relegated to small 
independent labels. 

One band, though, has survived. 
Dokken. hugely popular u deeadc 
ago with a string of gold and plat- 
inum albums, signed to Columbia 
and put out their best record to date. 
"Dysfunctional.” 

They’ve lefl behind the '80s and 
matured tenfold in .sound and subject 
matter. ”A lot of these bands, they 
went up the ladder, they went down 
the ladder." singer Dun Dokken said. 
"Wc went to die lop — we didn’t get' 
our downside curve. If wc could 
have stayed together, maybe we 
would have fell by the way with, 
everybody else. 

"It was kind of a double-edged 
sword that we went away at the peak 
of our career for so long (and) to 
come back in a bad musical climate, 
but I still believe •— and maybe I’m 
just a foolish man that if you 
make good songs and a good record, 
it will surface." 

Dokken came out of the same Los 
Angeles scene that produced Motley ' 
Cme. Faster Pussycat, and many oth- 
ers. Sporting singer Don Dokkcn'.s 
distinctive vocals and guitarist 
George Lynch’s unique fretwork, the 
bund rode albums like "Tooth and 
Nail" and ‘‘Under Lock and Key" 

■ and singles like "Alone Again'' and 

— "In My-Dreums” up the eharls. ^ 

But after years of infighting, 
which Dokken says was over his 
bandmates’ drug abuse, the bund 
split at the height of their'popularily. 

"I didn't do drugs," Dokken said 
in a telephone interview, "so I was 
odd man out. Mick (Brown) was 
hung over, George was snorting lines 
of coke between songs on stage — I 
couldn't lake it. and I begged nnd I 
pleaded and nobody listened to me, 
so I said, 'OK, I quit.' " 
"Dysfunctional" was to have been

Dokken’s second solo album. He and 
ba.ssist JefT Pilson wrote the record 
and were about to release it when 
drummer Drown ond Lynch got in 
touch. 

He admits (hat his relationship 
with Lynch, even though the gui- 
tarist and the rest- of the band have 
been sober for ycors, is still rocky. 

— ^Tlic-firstcouplc- months wercstill.- 
shaky with George,” he said. "(He) 
and 1 were still butting heads pretty 
hard.” 

But when the band started rehears- 
ing, he knew it was right. 

"It was like wc never broke up,” 
he said. "To do our best work, I 
guess we do need each other.” 

After years of writing about what ' 
he called “love and broken hearts," 
Dokken’s new songs arc more point- 
ed, more serious, He said the new 
direction came from rc-exomining 


his life. That’s where thoughtful, 
introspective songs like “Hole in My' 
Head" and "The Maze’’ come from. 

"I was seeing oil these things, (he 
world changing in front of my eyes," 
he said. "I had a niece who I was 
vc^ fond of who was 8 years old 
who died of leukemia. ... (Thot) just 
kind of totally jogged my sense of 
-mortality. 

"A friend that Mick ond I knew for 
years walked off a cliff and died of 
exposure. ... Wc had a friend (who) 
died of AIDS, a guy dial overdosed 
on heroin. ... You get older ond all of 
a sudden, people ore dying oround 
you." 

The harrowing "What Price" deals 
with child molestation. "Wc arc 
models of our parents, and 1 believe 
that’s where I lucked out, because I 
wasn’t raised by my porcnls,” he 
said. "I was raised in foster homes.

Dokken said he wanted to main- 
tain the band’s identity nnd grow ot 
the some time. It was tough to do. 

"I- was so paranoid oboui this 
recoid not sounding like 1 wos trying 
to be commercial, or grunge or speed 
metal. 1 wanted to move on with my 
life spirituoliy, musically. A lot of 
people said if you do that, you guys 
will kill yourselves, because you 
won’t attract (he new fans and you 
might disenchant your old fans. 

"1 said, well, if I’m only out here 
to moke my fans happy, then I 
shouldn't be out here." 

But he's pleased Ihoi the response 
to the bond's reunion has been posi- 
tive. The. record has sold about 
_2pp,00p cop ies. "My biggest surorisc , 
of all of it hos been that there's so 
many young people at the shows,” • 
he said. "1 can sec them out there 
singing every word to every song — 
they con't be more than 17, and 
there's no possible way they could 
have seen us play. 

“So I'm thinking, 'Well, how do 
they know these songs'/’ I. talk to 
them and sign autographs and 
they’re just like, 'Well, my older sis- 
ter, my mother. Mom really dug you 
guys,' *’ Dokken said with u lau^.

The case of the 
shrinking benefits

Now the ratios could be chang- 
ing again. After a long hiatus, 
hourly earnings arc picking up, 
and benefits in general arc being 
nibbled down, not just for, health 
care but for items such as vaca- 
tions and pensions. 

The change, though gradual, 
could be momentous. Seeking to 
regain lost ground, organized la- 
bor is looking for issues and find- 
ing them. It is angry about the ef- 
fects of corporate. downsizing on 
work forces. It is disturbed by 
statistics showing workers produc- 
ing more goods and services while 
-Tecciving^ome'ofThe”smalIcst in- 
creases in decades. 

It is seeking new members 
among part-time, contract and 
temporary workers, who increas- 
ingly make up a larger pereentage 
of the work force. And among of- 
fice workers. And there’s even 
been talk of founding a new politi- 
cal party. 

The most volatile issue might be 
those benefits packages for which 
labor gave away so much and, to 
its way of thinking, received so lit- 
tle in return. This, while corporate 
profits have been rising. 

The most pronounced benefits 
.change has been in health. insur- 
ance costs. 

Economist David Kelly points ' 
out that between 1987 and 1993, 
the number of people covered by 
employer-sponsored group health

insurance plans fell one percent, 
while civilian employment rose 
more than 6 percent. 

Not only has coverage declined, 
but there has been a tendency for 
employees to assume a greater 
share of costs and to have their op- 
tions limited.

Kclly, a Lehman Brothers 
economist, reports that over the 
past 12 months companies have 
been able to reduce medical care 
inflation to just 1.6 percent more 
than inflation generally, a remark- 
able achievement. 

, While this is occurring, howev- 
er, wage rates have resumed ris- 
ing, by 3 percent, ycar-ovcr-ycar, 
or faster than inflation generally, 
as if to indicate that labor and its 
leaders already arc seeking a fairer 
balance. 

Meanwhile, a longer term trend 
remains in place. While health 
care has hogged attention. Kelly 
points out that companies have 
chipped away at other benefits for 
a much longer pqfiocL 

The paid vacation benefits has 
been especially eroded. 

During the average month in 
1980, Kelly says, 3.4 percent of 
employed workers were on paid 
vacatipn during the survey month. 
He esiimates it is now about 2.7 j 
percent. , ■ • I 

He cites other statistics showing 
the average private sector employ- 
ee who worked 21.4 days to cam a 
day of paid vacatiori in 1987, now 
must work 22.7 days. And he 
finds companies "becoming more 
stingy with pension plans.” . ■• 
Specifically: In 1987, private- 
sector employers spent $4.88 in 
pension and savings contributions 
for eveiy.$100 paid in wages. By 
March 1995, this .contribution had 
fallen to S4.24, a 13 percent re- 
duction in relative terms.

As major U.S. companies rush to 
merge in a record fluhy of multibii- 
lion-dollar transactions,' the justifi- 
cation for each deal is virtually 
_ identical; a desire for new sytiergies, 
a need to culc^sts, a rush to reach a 
size that begets a greater sense of 
market control. 

But where does this leave the av- 
erage American? Probably sufTcring 
an aciilc cdSc ofjob insecurity, af- 
ter already enduring five yearf of 
paltry salary increases and other 
painful sacrifices in the name of 
corporate profitability, some 
economists argue. 

The 1995 merger boom, which at 

the c urrent p ace will result in deal s 

worth a record $41 1 billion for the 
full year, is reheating the debate 
over the allegedly growing gap be- 
tween rich and poor in America and 
the serving of shareholders’ inter- 
ests over workers’. 

Critics say the trend toward cor- 
porate gigantism in media, banking, 
telecommunications and other key 
industrics'csscntially helps transfer 
wealth and power from the mass of 
workers to a relatively small group 
of top executives and to major in- 
vestors. ■ 

As evidence, some economists 
cite the stirge in cor*porate profits 
over the past five years'-^ which' 
has fueled Wall Street’s stock bull 
market — while in the same period 
worker pay has stagnated overall. 

Recently, Labor Secretary Robert 
Reich declored that a “silent majori- 
ty" of American workers is failing 
to keep’pace with the country’s ad-

"Milliofis" of white-collar 'supervi- 
sors and mid-level managers ore 
joining bIue:Collar production work- 
ers in a common categoiy, 'frayed- 
collar workers’ — frayed-collar 
workers in gold-plaied times," Re- 
ich said. 

For their pari, business leaders 


contend that the ongoing cost-cut- 
ting arid consolidation are being 
forced by ihc increasingly competi- 
tive global market and by dramatic 
' technological changes that have aU 
lowed suppliers of goods and ser- 
vices to produce much more with 
less. ■ 

That, in turn, can quickly create 
excess production capacity world- 
wide, forcing a redoubling of efforts 
to lower costs, executives say. With- 
out strong finances and critical 
moSs, many American companies in 
this environment risk a fast demise, 
taking every job with them, some 
'economists argue. 

"It’s wrong to only look at tempo- 
raiy job losses” caused by the latest 
...iQerger.binge, says Michel Bosldn,; 
professor of economics at Stanford 
University. “Most of these mergers 
will produce companies that have 
much greater prospects for surviv- 
ing and prospering in the future,” he 
says. 

Still, as the focus shifts to ques- 
tioning the merits of accelerating 
corporate consolidation, some 
economists arc intrigued with com- 
parisons between tliis picrger wave ' 
and the one that swept America 100 
years ago\ 

Prodded iiLPari by the massive 
chari^crwrou^t'by the second in- 
dustnal revolution, more than 1,800 
U.S.* companies' combined into just 
157 giant companies between 1895 ■ 
and 1 904. 

There were tremendous benefits 
to the consumers of the day, as 
product prices fell. For -example, 
new machinery reduced the labor 
costs of cigarette production by 98.S 


percent and the cost of steel rails by 
88 percent, according to a stnd y hy ~ 
Michael Jensen, a Harvard Universi- 
ty economist. 

But that technological progress 
also disenfranchised large numbers 
of Workers, Jensen says. As corpo- 
rate bigness reached epic propor- 
tions — symbolized by the Standard 
Oil Trust — so too did public out- 
rage over the perceived dangers of 
business concentration and wealth 
concentration. 

By the early 1900s the federal 
government began busting the cor- 
porate trusts, dismantling the em- 
pires assembled by the likes of John 
D. Rockefeller and tobacco king 
James B. Duke. 

Will the-current mergcr-manin— - 
spawn the same widcsprcod.pubUc. 
indignation — and eventually 
prompt a similar forced reversal at 
the 

hands of government regulators?-' 
There arc major diiTcrenccs be- 
tween the business world of the 
' 1890s and the 1 990s, of course. TTic 
pending $19 billion combination of 
Walt Disney Co. and Capital 
Citics/ABC, for example, will not 
produce anywhere the level of me- 
dia-industry control tharRocke- 
feller's powerful trust enjoyed over 
the oil business. 

While the unprecedented pace of 
lakeovere this year is deeply rooted 
’ in a desire to keep shareholders hap- 
py by keeping corporate earnings 
rising, many economists are trou- 
bled by the lack of wage growth for 
the average American worker over' 
the past five years,' even as corpo- 
rate profits hove skyrocketed.
